Issues presented:

1. Whether the Court of Appeals erred in construing three distinct statutory conditions for
determining independent-contract status under Wis. Stat. § 108.02(12)(bm)2 to
collapse into one in the context of gig workers in the modern economy.

2. Whether the Court of Appeals erred in deferring to LIRC’s legal conclusions about
whether evidence was admissible and sufficient to satisfy Amazon Logistics’ burden
of proof.

3. Whether the Court of Appeals erred in holding that Amazon Logistics was required to
present evidence about each of the 1,000-plus workers at issue during the single-day
hearing set for its appeal of the underlying unemployment benefits determination.
